It is said“to- 
day that many earpenters will walk 
out this afternoon when they are 
paid off.

cisco. Before leaving they said con- 
ditions here had been misrepresented, 
and they did not know of the labor 
troubles when they shipped to Stock- 
ton.

An agreeable surprise was sprung 


upon the uabor element of Richmond 
when International Organizer John 
Dix walked into town with news from 
the Bakersfield oil district. 


Dix has been in the oil fields for 


the past month as organizer for the 
Boilermakers and has been successful 
beyond all expectations. 


When he entered the field a month 


ago not more than 10 per gent of the 
boilermakers of the district were or- 
ganized. 
today that percentage had grown to 
85 per cent with the promise of 100 
per cert in the near future. 


When he left the district 


The percentage of organization was 


not the only point gained, for he was 
instrumental in getting the Chinese 
cooks replaced with , union, gWhite 
cooks and waiters. 


Also the Standard Oil Company ac- 


quiesced to the eight-hour schedule 
and union conditions throughout the 
field. 


The State Federation organizer is 


also in the field very successfully or- 


ganizing the pipe-fitters and helpers, 


which will soon be on a good working 


union basis. 

However, the organizers are handi- 
capped owing to the scattered situa- 
tion ‘of the different camps, which 
necessitates the return to Bakers- 
field from every camp before going to 
the next, which could be avoided if 
they were supplied with an auto, so 
they could go directly from one field 


‘to another and thus greatly facili- 


tate the work. 

The Bakersfield Labor Journal is 
loud in*fts praise of the efforts of 
Dix and the other organizers in the 
fields. 

The point, however, which appeals 
most to the local Boilermakers and 
other unions of Richmond is that 
these men all become members of the 
local here, which will swell the union 
to between 400 and 500 men.

A letter from District Attorney Mc- 
Kenzie enclosing a copy of a letter 
received from E. De Los Magee, part- 
ner of De Laveaga, was sent to Judge 
Roth. 

The letter from the attorney for 


De Laveaga, which was addressed to 
McKenzie, says: 

“With reference to the case of 
‘People vs. De Laverga,’ now pend- 
ing before the justice of the peace of 
Richmond, Contra Costa county, Cal., 
I would say that at the time the war- 


rant was issued for the defendant’s | 


arrest he was not aware that there 
was in existence a statute prohibit- 
ing bathing in a stream which crossed 
one’s own property. Now that the 
defendant is aware of the existence 
of such a statute, he has no inten- 
tion of bathing in the stream any 
more, or in otherwise violating the 
statute in question.

The letter directed to Judge Roth, 
from District Attorney A. B. McKen- 
zie, was as follows:

De Los Magee, attorney for Mr. De 
Laveaga, a letter assuring me that his 
client would not again bathe in the 
creek from which water is taken to 
supply the inhabitants of Richmond 
and other bay cities. A copy of the 
letter I herewith enclose.
